GETS UNDER WAY 


Buildings Being Torn 


Down on Route of 


Mark Twain Express- 
way. 


Demolition of buildings along 


old Commission Row to make 
way for the Mark Twain Ex- 
pressway began today. 

The work of tearing down 
structures on a half-mile section 
of right-of-way from Third 
street and Washington avenue 


to Seventh street and Cass ave- 
nue is being handled by J. E. 


Latta Construction Co. under a 


$165,000 contract with the State 
Highway Department. 

A salvage crew moved in to- 
day to rip out scrap metal from 
the buildings, many of which 
were built before the Civil 
War. After all sdlvagable ma- 
terial is hauled out, a big crane 
and “headache ball” will be 


brought in to smash the walls. 

Actual construction of the ex- 
pressway, which will be a six- 
lane artery extending 20 miles 
from downtown St. Louis tc the 
Missouri river at St. Charles, 
will begin next year. The High- 
way Department hopes to let a 
contract in the spring for con- 
struction of a viaduct from the 
present terminus. of the Third 
Street Interregional Highway to 
Fourth and O'Fallon streets 

To make way for the express- 
way, 59 produce firms moved 
from old Commission Row in 
1953 to the new $3,000,000 mar- 
ket at North Broadway and 
First street. The city’s whole- 
sale produce business had been 
centered in the Third street 
area since the late 1870s. 

While work proceeds on the 
eastern end of the Mark 
Twain Expressway in the city, 
the Highway Department is 
proceeding with acquisition of 
right-of4way for the artery in 
St. Louis county. A hearing is 
set for Thursday in circuit 
court at Clayton on appoint- 
ment of commissioners to evalu- 
ale property in condemnation

He conferred at his Gettys- 
burg office this morning with 
Secretary of Defense Charles 
E. Wilson, Budget Director 
Rowland R. Hughes, Adm. Ar- 
thur W. Radford, chairman of 
the Joint CaAiefs of Staff, and 
other advisers. 

The meeting lasted an hour 
and a half. Hughes then stayed 
on to confer with the President 


for another half-hour on ‘other 
budget matters.” 
Wilson told reporters after 


the meeting he thought there | 


would be “‘no major change” in 
next year’s defense spending. 
Wilson described today’s ses- 
sion as a “routine budget meet- 
ing.” 

He indicated spending esti- 
mates for next year are close 
to being In final shape.

Donnelly said: “I was told the 
study was on a confidential 
basis and instrueted not ta tell 
the agency it was being made.” 

“What agency was that?” Ke- 
fauver asked. 

“The TVA,” Donnelly replied. 
“When you make a confidential 
study of an agency, you don't 
tell the agency.” 

Kefauver said their testimony 
confirmed his belief that there 
had been a secret conspiracy to 
dismantle TVA.

HE AFL-CIO was a going concern today, but how far it 

will go and how fast it will progress was dependent upon 

reconciliation of internal problems and public acceptance of 
its bargaining and political policies. 

Both George Meany, head of the 15,000,000-member merged 
organization, and Walter P. Reuther, were agreed on those 
fundamental factors yesterday as the new body came into 


official existence. 
A joint convention, following 


separate AFL and CIO meet-. 


ings, adopted a constitution, 
elected officers and subscribed 
to other implements of unifica- 
tion. Those basic steps had been 
ratified at the previous ses- 
sions. 


The constitution for the coun- 
try’s greatest labor movement 
continues to pose a jurisdic- 
tional problem, which may be 
aggravated by the merger, and 
lacks a compulsory anti-raiding 
clause. At outset of negotia- 
tions leaders of both sides ex- 
pressed realization that these 
difficulties were so knotty that 
there was no chance for or- 
ganic unity if an attempt was 
to be ntade to settle them be- 
forehand. Amalgamations in 
kindred fields may ease the sit- 
uation. 


‘Crooks and Communists.’ 

Basically, the constitution Is 
the old AFL doctrine with omis- 
sion of an out-moded preamble 
dealing with “class warfare” 
and addition of a provision en- 
abling the new governing coun- 
cil between conventions to deal 
summarily with “crooks and 
Communists” in the labor move- 


a success,” Meany said, “ I wish 
to God it was.” 


Trade Union Problems. 


Turning to immediate trade 
union problems, Meany said: 


“Let us remember that on 
this happy occasion we have 
merely taken the first step, that 
we have created a tool, an in- 
strumentality, something we 
can use to carry forward for 
the people we represent. If 
we carry forward in good faith 
in our relations with one an- 
other and true to the principles 
upon which our movement was 
founded, I am sure we can 
succeed. ,.. 


“I tell you now that I will 
never surrender principle for 
expediency. I tell you now that 
in so far as it is my place to 
influence decisions those de- 
cisions will be made without re- 
gard to where the union for- 
merly was and without regard 
to how big or how little a 
union is.” 

Meany called upon the dele- 
gates to organize the unorgan- 
ized rather than cause “a waste 
6f time and effort” trying to 


ment. Anyone involved in im-| 


proper use of union welfare 
funds has been classified in the 
“crook” category. 


The constitution speaks out 
against racial discrimination. 
This policy began to be imple- 
mented yesterday with election 
of A. Philip Randolph, veteran 
president of the AFL Brother- 
hood of Sleeping Car Porters, 
and Willard S. Townsend, presi- 
dent of the CIO United Trans- 
port Service Employes as vice 
presidents on the new govern- 
ing board. It was the first time 
that Negroes have achieved so 
great a measure of official la- 
bor recognition.

RITISH authorities take a 

serious view of reports that 

the Soviet Union is on the 
point of starting a vast long- 
term program for the eventual 
Sovietization of Africa. 

Information received from 
reliable sources appears to con- 
firm published reports that the 
Russians are planning to run 
a switch-play on the Dark Con- 
tinent which will take advan- 
tage of the West's preoccuption 
with Europe and Asia. 


These sources indicate that 
the Soviet Union has an elab- 
orate plan, providing special 
treatment for each of Africa's 
independent countries, colonies 
and dependencies. 

While troublemaking in the 
dependencies ‘plays an impdr- 
tant part in the scheme, two of 
the top priority targets are 
Egypt and the Union of South 
Africa. 

Egypt is regarded as a “na- 
tural” because of its grinding 
poverty, its anti-Westernism 
and the fact that its current 
rulers are not strongly bound 
to Islamic tradition. 

South Africa is open to an 
explosion because of the apar- 
theid (segregation) policies of 
Prime Minister Strijdom. 

Where independence has al- 
ready been achieved as in 
Egypt, Ethiopia, Libya and Li- 
beria, the Russians probably 
will apply a strong mixture of 
economic bribery and flattery, 
to damage Western interests 
and lay the groundwork for 
later political interference.

The few thousand American 
troops there, plus the heavy 
spending required for the con- 
struction and maintenance of 
the base, have had a tremen- 
_dous impact on the little coun- 
try. 

By and large the troops are 
well, even harshly, disciplined 
(Keflavik is considered far from 
a desirable assignment in the 
Air Force.) But there are in- 
evitable small incidents. More 
important, spending on the base 
has led to inflation and a short- 
age of labor. At the same time, 
exports of fish, Iceland’s most 
| important product, to the United 
| States have dropped sharply, 
| while Russian orders have mark- 
edly increased. 

All these factors together have 
led to a great outcry to “kick

Sam Dawson's excellent column of 
Nov. 30 quotes the Guaranty Trust 
Co. of New York as holding that “in 
a free economy, adequate housing 
should nrean only the quantity and 
quality of housing which users are 
able and willing to buy and pay for 
at free-market levels of cost, in view 
of other possible ways of spending 
their money.” 

This interesting approach explodes 
with one blast the whole housing 
“problem,” no doubt to the dismay 

‘of community leaders, health of-

and thousands of citizens whose ef- 
. forts have been devoted to what now 
«turns out to be nothing but a “‘pa- 
' ternalistic” myth. 

Now, of course, the notion of the 
adequacy of the affordable may look 
more convincing from a 40-acre es- 
tate than from a 40-acre farm or a 
40-unit tenemerit. But even so, it is, 
as H. L. Mencken would say, thun- 
dering buncombe. 

By the same token there would 

‘be no inadequate nutrition . stand- 
ards in India, since the people there 
have all the food they can possibly 
afford to pay for; no health prob- 
‘Jems in Asia, Africa, or America, 
since the respective natives have the 
services of all the available doctors, 
and all the drugs and medical sup- 
plies they can squeeze into their com- 
fortable budgets. 

This, fortunately, enables and even 
morally obliges us to leave them to 
their own free economy and to the 
assistance of paternalistic day-dream- 
ers (such as the Russians). Besides, 
it neatly solves the classroom short- 
age in our own country, since every 
community has all the schools it is 
able and willing to pay for. 

But seriously: Since the sacred 
right to ignorance has already been 
deeper and deeper eroded by school 
attendance laws and similar Govern- 
ment interference, the demand that 
‘some of our more callous financial 
wizards acquire a certain minimum

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Eden’s Important Visit 

The announcement that Prime Minister Eden 
will visit President Eisenhower in January is 
doubly welcome. It foreshadows a much needed 
effort to concert British and American policy in 
the face of the Geneva deadlock, and it should 
dispel any fears that Washington and London 
were at odds on the desirability of such a 
meeting, 

Whether there ever was any serious reluctance 
to receive Mr. Eden in Washington may be 
doubted. But it did look odd two weeks ago when 
news dispatches came out of London reporting 
that the, Prime ~Minister would welcome an op- 
portunity to come to Washington for a meeting 
with the President. 

Ordinarily, dispatches like this do not get 
written unless somebody in government wants 
them written, And ordinarily, British govern- 
ment circles would not inspire dispatches like 
this unless they hed first failed to arrange the 
Prime Minister’s visit by private consultation. 
with American officials. 

In any event the invitation to Mr. Eden has 
now been issued and accepted, and White House 
Press Secretary Hagerty has made it clear that 
“both the President and Sir Anthony Eden” de- 
sire the consultations they will have in Wash- 
ington in late January and early February. 

It should be a major purpose of those consul- 
tations to reappraise Western policy on Germany, 
on the Middle East, on aid to underdeveloped 
countries, and on every other point of conflict 
with the Soviet world. 

The result of a frank, critical look at these 
policies could be a decision not to: weaken them. 
But the possibility of desirable changes ought at 
least to be considered in view of the stalemate 
at Geneva and of the Kremlin's strenuous friend- 
ship campaign in Asia and the Middle East. 

Are “routine approaches” to the foreign aid 
program, for example, good enough to counter 
the spectacular Bulganin-Khrushchey tour of In- 
dia, Burma and Afghanistan? This is the kind of 
approach which Secretary Dulles and ICA Direc- 
tor John Hollister are making, according to Ray- 
mond P. Brandt's report to the Post-Dispatch, 
and it is certainly a far cry from the “bold cre- 
ative leadership” called for by such critics as 
former Ambassador to India Chester Bowles. 

Sir Anthony and the President ought to go 
over the whole range of Western policy with the 
aim, not of justifying what has been done up to 
now, but of deciding what the free world needs 
to do in the future. Whatever their decisions 
may turn out to be, the situation facing the free 
world today is far too serious for “routine 
approaches.” 
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100 Per Cent Plus 


The success of the first United Fund cam- 
paign is a cause for community gratification. It 
insures the operations of the 114 health, welfare 
and character-building agencies which took part. 
It verifies the soundness of the one-drive method 
by raising 12 per cent, or $870,000, more than 
the same agencies received last year before the 
United Fund was formed. With $8,245,925 the 
goal, the United Fund's 40,000 volunteer workers 
have raised $8,253,978. That is 100 per cent ac- 
complishment, a feather in the cap of the metro- 
politan St. Louls community and an encourage- 
ment to the fund-raising efforts of other cities. 
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G.O.P. Dispute on Labor 

Weighing the power of the newly merged AFL- 
CIO, Republican leaders are in dispute over the 
political role of organized labor. 

Senator Goldwater of Arizona says that labor 
has “no right” to indorse a presidential candi- 
date, while Senator Case of New Jersey says 
labor has a “clear duty” to tell its members 
about candidates. 

Senator Case, it seems to us, has the better of 
the argument. “Rights” are not really at issue 
here. The Taft-Hartley Act prohibits campaign 
contributions by labor unions or corporations. 
Otherwise both labor and business are fairly free 
to make their political influence felt (though 
nobody seems to be talking about business's role 
in politics). 

Hence Senator Case takes a realistic view of 
a practical fact. Labor can tell its members about 
candidates and issues; it has done so and it will. 
But there is no reason for the Republican party 
to conclude that all union members vote as their 
unions advise them to. A political party cannot 
dictate to the labor organization; neither must it 
assume undying hostility. 

Young Gov. Fred Hall of Kansas has been 
trying to warn Republicans that it would be a 
mistake to alienate either labor or the farmer. 
That is simply a matter of practical politics. 
Telling a mass organization to keep its political 
voice down is not the best way to win elections. 
ee 
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Virginia Faces a Choice 

The State of Virginia is planning a deliberate 
impairment of its alreadysubstandard public 
school ¢ystem. That dangerous course is being 
taken in an effort to frustrate the United States 
Supreme Court's decision requiring racial inte- 
gration in public scheols. 

The Virginia General Assembly in special ses- 
sion has provided for a referendum on amend- 
ing the State Constitution. Gov. Stanley has 
announced he wil! call the referendum for Jan. 9. 

If the vote is favorable, a constitutional con- 
vention will be convened for the limited purpose 
of enacting an amendment to permit the pay- 
ment of public funds to private schools. 

This palpable subterfuge is almost certain to 
be thrown out by the Supreme Court. But to the 
extent that it is tried at all, it will handicap all 
young Virginians’ educational opportunities. 

Virginia is already near the bottom of the list 
among the 48 states in all the statistics of public 
education. It is thirteenth from bottom in aver- 
age annual salary of teachers. How can it ex- 
pect to compete successfully for the best teach- 
ers when it offers only $2824 to New York 
State’s $4300? 

In yearly expenditure per pupil, Virginia is 
eighth from the bottom. Can young Virginians 
expect to become as well @ducated as young New 
Yorkers, and grow up to compete with them on 
equal terms, when less than half as much is 
spent on their public education? 

The subterfuge with which Virginia is now 
toying would increase considerably the cost of 
maintaining public education at its present level; 
or if expenditures stayed constant, the level of 
education would be considerably degraded. In 
neither event would it be a move in the direc- 
tion of better education. It would be a backward 
step for all Virginians regardless of race. 

Still other dangerous consequences are inher- 
ent in the Virginia Blueprint for. evading the 
Constitution and the Court. Paying public money 
for private schooling would open the way to all 
sorts of abuses. Compulsory-attendance laws 
could be evaded. Public education could be sub- 
verted to personal favoritism and political 
patronage. 

If Virginia got by with the plan it proposes, 


every other state where racial prejudice rules, 
particularly in the South, would adopt it. The 
Supreme Court's decision would be nullified. 
That this new kind of nullification should pre- 
vail is unthinkable. The voters of Virginia would 
therefore be indulging in a futile as well as an 
unwise gesture if they voted for the state con- 
stitutional change in January. 9 
If they choose to vote against it, and for the 
national Constitution and obedience to our’ 
country’s highest tribunal, they can set a shining | 
example to their fellow-Southern states. 
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ROA and the Reserve Program | 

The Army, bogged down trying to make the 
new reserve work, shows some good 
judgment and spunk in telling the Reserve Of- 
ficers Association to stop its unwarranted med- 
dling. The ROA is a very strong and energetic 
lobby of long standing made up of officers hold- 
ing commissions in the Army reserve and while 
it has some commendable actions to its credit 
it is not on sound ground in its present campaign, 

In a very stiff letter, Assistant Army Secretary 
Hugh M. Milton rejected g formal ROA demand 
that the Army 
activating certain reserve units not needed at™ 
once in any war mobilization, restudy the entire 
reorganization program and provide “equiva- 
lent” commands for qualified officers who have 
been displaced. In creating new units that would 
be immediately available for combat, young jun- 
ior officers are required, with few billets for sen- 
ior officers from abolished whits. The older offi- 
cers get student assignments of other lesser as- 
signments with reduced drill pay—and this they 
don’t like. 

This, the ROA charged in a resolution, is de- 
moralizing and inconsistent with the needs of a 
well balanced reserve program. 

For a long time many of the reserve organiza- 
tions have been skeletonized units, top heavy 
with officers and sadly deficientin enlisted men. 
One reason for this is the pay. All members of 
a unit draw a full day’s pay for a two-hour drill 
period, For officers this means from $7.30 to $33, 
according to rank. For enlisted men it means 
from $2.83 to $10. It ean be seer that on 
the basis of pay alone it is harder to get en- 
listed men than it is to get officers. 

What is undoubtedly needed in these days 
when any future war might come overnight and 
be decided in a few days, is reserve units that 
are close to full strength and well trained. In 
fact the Army should be showing greater speed 
in adapting reserve units to the new tactical re- 
quirements of atomic warfare. And it should be 
offering more inducements for drawing more 
youths into the new reserve program. The ROA is 
not helping the Army any when it makes protests 
based on selfish interests of some of its merabers. 
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A Start at Least 

The pre-release program that has been put in 
effect at the Missouri Penitentiary is a welcome 
sign that somebody in Jefferson City might be 
interested in attempting to rehabilitate the 
state’s charges. 

The program itself is extremely modest. Strict- 
ly speaking, penologists might not even regard 
it as rehabilitation at all. It merely involves a 
week's training to help prepare inmates for the 
adjustment they will have to make to life on 
the outside. For a man who has lived in the 
prison’s regimented world for years, that isn’t 
much. 

But at least it indicates that someone recog- 
nizes that prisoners are bound to have problems 
of adjustment and that the state has a duty to 
help them if they are willing. Eventually such 
thoughts could lead to a substantial effort to 
edueate and train men throughout their entire 
terms, not merely for a week. 

Once free the former prisoner is on his own, 
and experience indicates that is not always for 
the best. As Judge David W. FitzGibbon of the 
Court of Criminal Correction here said the 
other day, “When a man has the stigma of ex- 
convict it is hard for him to find a job.” 

If rebuffed such an individual may return to 
a life of crime. So Judge FitzGibbon’s sugges- 
tion for the creation of a job-finding agency for 
persons released from the penitentiary makes 
sense, especially if ,it existseto supplement a 
first-rate rehabilitation program within the 
prison. 
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We Don’t Like William Jex 


Frequently we pass through the Associated 
Press headquarters in our building and when 
we do we usually have a look. at the automatic 
teletype printing machines on which news comes 
in. Every now and then a machifie will be under 
test and stock test messages will be coming 
over the wires. 

The first test message is usually “The Quick 
Brown Fox Jumped Over the Lazy Dog’s Back,” 
for this is a sentence which makes use of every 
letter in the alphabet. Then generally comes a 
second test message: “William Jex quickly 
caught five dozen Republicans,” 

This second message disturbs us. We have 
not the faintest idea who William Jex is or why 
he is on the prowl continuously, but we think it 
altogether unsporting of him to be catching five 
dozen Republicans all the time. He ought to 
snare a few dozen Democrats now and then. 

After watching William Jex for seyeral months 
we can only conclude that he is altogether too 
slanted in his outlook to be a mainstay of the 
Associated Press. Hal Boyle or somebody around 
AP headquarters in New York ought to read him 
a sharp Yecture on the evils of partisan bias.

40-Hour Week for City Workers 


With most city employes already on a 40-hour 
work-week, it ‘was reasonable for the Aldermen 
to extend this schedule to the remainder, ex- 
cepting only the firemen whose duties may be 
sufficiently out of the ordinary to constitute a 
special ¢ase. Workers in hospitals and other in- 
stitutions are entitied to hours comparable to 
those of, say, clerks and typists in City Hall of- 
fices, Further, the 40-hour week is now so wide- 
spread that failure to apply it to municipal jobs 
would make it increasingly difficult to fill those 
jobs properly. 

There is a.cloud over this. aldermanic action 
since the proposal did not come from the Civil 
Service Commission. If this is a valid legal ob- 
stacle, then the Aldermen and the City Admin- 
istration should urge the ‘commission to regular- 
ize the matter. - 

The cost, reckoned at $400,000 a year, should 
not be prohibitive. Fimal figures on municipal 
income will not be available for another four 
months, but current high employment and high 
wages suggest that the earnings tax receipts 
may be sufficient to cover the bill. Be that as it 
may, the city can hardly avoid acceptance of 
current standards of hours and wages.

Union of AFL and CIO becomes reality after long and regret- 
table separation, St. Louis labor newspaper says; yet rivalry had 
beneficial effects too; merger may not run smooth, some unions 
may withdraw, yet probability is that new union will endure. 


From the St. Louis Labor Tribune 


December, 1955, marks a momentous 
event in labor annals. The long antici- 
pated and hoped-for approachment be- 
tween the American Federation of 
Labor and the Congress of Industrial 
Organizations becomes a legal, accom- 
plished fact, and thus the too-long di- 
vided House of Labor is once more to 
be united. 

While that long separation was re- 
grettable, the inexorable trend of events 
actually made it inevitable—perhaps a 
mutual blessing in disguise. It was one 
of those unprecedented things that only 
men of tremendous wisdom could have 
anticipated. And present wisdom—the 
hallmark of the philosopher—definitely 
is not a dominant characteristic or de- 
velopment of the twentieth century. 


Consequently these labor growing 
pains had to be worked out empirically 
and pragmatically; and from this experi- 
ence, this trial and error came the syn- 
thesis that has served millions of indus- 
trial workers exceptionally well. 


For the United States, the CIO repre- 
sented a new form of unionism—the 
plant-wide, industry-wide union as con- 
trasted to the trade unionism which 
functioned independently through the 
individual crafts. The CIO undertook to 
meet a long neglected need in the or- 
ganizing of workers, and in so doing 
had to undergo the mishaps and turmoil 
that exude from all such new and 
novel developments. 

On the other hand, the beneficial ef- 
fect of CIO rivalry was that it goaded 
the AFL into mighty and successful past 
organization drives of its own. It helped 
to strengthen AFL tradition, and at the 
same time bring some powerful AFL 
affiliates up-to-date in their social and 
educational obligations to their diverse 
and growing memberships, It brought 


about, an almost glacial movement of 
AFL ideolegy from Right to hiberal 
Center; while, at the same time the 
CIO was moving from extreme Left 
toward the liberal Center. 


This latter movement was shown in 
recent years by the eviction of nine 
Communist-dominated unions and their 
attendant whittling down of member- 
ship through determined competition. 
It was shown by the removal of crypto- 
Communists and totalitarian liberals 
from top posts in the CIO and its inter- 
national unions; and the reorientation 
of its Social-Democratic political action 
as conceived by the late Sidney Hillman 
to a more moderate liberal outlook. 


We do not expect the new merger to 
run smoothly. We expect a certain 
amount of internal conflict and confu- 
sion. It is quite possible that one or 
more of the big unions may withdraw 
and go it alone for a while, or operate 
as a rival force. 


But for the long pull, most of the 
unions which join the new and reunited 
AFL-CIO will stay merged and com- 
bined and will dominate in the labor 
field without subordinating their au- 
tonomy. 

We extend our congratulations and 
best wishes to George Meany, Walter 
Reuther and the other sincere, far- 
sighted statesmen of labor who achieved 


this goal. We assure them of our whole-, 


hearted co-operation to-make the AFL- 
CIO a living, dynamic force of good 
for all workers, for our country and for 
freedom and decency at home and 
abroad. 


Not just labor, but America and the 
world will profit from the deliberations 
and consummation taking place this 
week in New York City. 


St. Louis County Voters Put Progress First

Twice within six months residents of 
the St. Louis area have demonstrated a 
high degree of civic-mindedness, an in- 
telligent awareness that tommunity 
needs are more important than low tax 
bills.

P when city voters approved $110,639,000 


worth of bond issues for various munic 
ipal improvements. Last month voters 
of St.. Louis county (exclusive of the 
city) matched the good deed of their 
city neighbors. 

By margins ranging up to four to one, 
the county residents approved a series 
of bond issues totaling $39,712,000 for 
expressways and other improvements 
designed to rescue the community from 
the blighting effects of traffic conges- 
ticn. 

The question before the St. Louis sub- 
urbanites was, as the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch aptly summed it up in a pre- 


election editorial, “whether they want 
to live in a modern urban community, 
or to lag behind with publie services 
devised for a rural county of small 
towns and cornfields.” 

Those content to lag behind, the edi- 
torial implied, could hope for nothing 
more than a temporary respite that 
would prove more costly in the long 
run than action now. It went on to say: 

“The county is going to have to pay 
over the years for the improvements it 
needs. But it will pay more if it waits, 
for land and material values are rising. 
And it will need more improvements 
if it waits, for the county has already 
fallen far behind in urban services.” 

The margin of victory for progress 
now is a shining example of community 
responsibility that other metropolitan 
areas, including our own, would do well 
to follow,

SCORING SUCCESS 
ON TOUR OF INDIA 


Huge Audiences Give 
Bulganin and Khrush- 
chev a Pulpit for At- 
tacks on West.

CALCUTTA, Dec. 6—Conclu- 
sions are being reached in some 
quarters that Soviet Premier 
Bulganin and party leader Ni- 
kita S. Khrushchev have hurt 
their own cause by using their 
India tour as a pulpit for anti- 
Western attacks. 


The pair have over-reached 
themselves, so the reports go, 
and have dispelled much of the 
good-will that initially greeted 
their visit, by affronting India’s 
neutfalism. 

But the facts are, unfortunate- 
ly for the West, that the visit of 
the Soviet leaders has snow- 
balled into a tremendous suc- 
cess. 

What criticism of their utter- 
anees there has been is the 
criticism of lone voices, barely 
audible to the multitudes that 
have turned city after city into 
milling human traffic jams. 


Big Audiences. 


Despite Khrushchev’s unneu- 
tral utterances, the scale of the 
receptions grew apace. More 
and more occasions were pro- 
vided for him by Indian authori- 
ties to make anti-Western utter- 
ances before huge audiences of 
illiterate people who cannot 
read newspaper criticism. 

The few pro-Western grum- 
blings could not stem the tide 
of popular sentiment. Prime 
Minister Nehru himself will 
have trouble in stemming the 
pro-Russian tide. 

Nehru’s reaction to the So- 
viet doctrine is mild. He speaks 
of India’s “desire to use her 
own path toward socialism,” or 

“of India’s resolve to remain 


neutral and be friends with ev- | 


erybody.” 

He does not tell his listeners 
they should not believe the So- 
Ciet assertions that the West is 
the warmonger, that Western 
powers offer aid only to retard 
India’s economic growth. Nor 
can he reverse his position and 
approve of Western military 
pacts. 


Prestige for Russians. 


His polite criticisms of Soviet 
methods and “the high cost of 
such methods in human happi- 
ness” are far less direct or 
rabble-rousing concepts than 
Khrushchev’s blunt warning 
against the colonial powers. Be- 
sides, to the crowd—which wor- 
ships Nehru no mattef what he 
does or says—his speech will 
mean less than the fact that, 
here in Calcutta, for instance, 
he was on the same platform 
with Khrushchev and Bulganin, 
obviously on the best of terms 
with the Soviet leaders. 

Not even the Asian horror of 
nuclear weapons and their 


radio-active fallout will affect | 


Khrushchev’'s success. For the 
Russians have repeated ad 
nauseam that they have been 
compelled to arm only because 
the West insisted on the intimi- 
dating policy of military~ pacts. 
To the Indians Western military 
pacts mean the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, which in- 
cludes Portugal and in some 
obscure fashion thwarts India’s 
desire to liberate Goa. It means 
the Southeast Asia Collective 
Defense Treaty, which includes 
Pakistan that still insists on 
trying to take Kashmir away 
from Ifdia. Besides, Moscow 
has been careful to follow the 
announcement of its.super bomb 
by a statement that Russian 
scientists were willing to stop 
nuclear tests if the West agreed 
to reciprocate.

CORPORATIONS CAN SELL SECURITIES TO THE 
PUBLIC. But this depends upon the yen of Americans to save 
and to invest. Corporations can use their depreciation funds or 
their retained earnings (profits they don’t pay out in dividends). 
And here, federal tax policies will play a role. “The corporate 
income tax is so high now that it plays a large and unhealthy 
part in virtually all business decisions whether to invest or not 
to invest money,” a study of federal tax policy by one group in 
the Committee for Economic Development points out today. 
“It is capricious in its impact on individuals, whether they are 

viewed as stockholders or buyers of the corporation’s stock.” 

C.E.D.’s BUSINESS MAN GROUP URGES UNCLE SAM 
to take only half of corporate companies earnings instead of 52 
per cent as at present. Industry's need of new money for 
expansion are widely estimated.

cific into a single railroad com- 
‘pany under the reorganization 
plan now before the courts. If 
the merger could’ be accom- 
| plished before Dec. 31 there 
would probably be no need for 
the preferred stock, Russell L. 
| Dearmont, attorney for the Mis- 
souri Pacific trustee, explained 
to Judge Moore.

after a Leflore county (Miss.) 
grand jury refused to indict 
two white men on charges of 
kidnaping the 14-year-old Chi-

cago Negro. Previously, the two | 
men had been acquitted of | 
murdering young Till. 

The [Illinois Governor re-| 
leased a letter from Brownell | 
saying that no Federal offense | 
was involved in the case. ' 

Brownell said the only basis 
for Federal jurisdiction would 
have been if state or local of- 
ficers had been involved in the 
crime or if Till had been ab- 
ducted and taken across state 
lines. 

“All available information, | 
however, indicated that those 
who perpetrated the offense 
were private persons and that | 
the kidnaping was confined to 
the state of Mississippi,” 
Brownell said. 


“Such being the case, this | 
department is without any au- | 
thority to take investigative or | 


any other action.”

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BESITY is one of the common causes of slow suicide.

He had decided to lose weight. 

“Doctor, I know I have to take off weight if I expect

“But I wonder if 
you realize how some fat 
people are actually drawn, 
like a magnet, to food? 

“When I get a food jag 
on, I can understand how 
hard it is for the alcoholic 
to give up drinking. When 
I am tense, I can’t control 
| myself. Take yesterday, 
for example. I came home 
at noon starved, although 

I had had a good break- 
_ fast. My wife was down- 

town. Nobody was home. 


“I felt a contentment that an alcoholic must enjoy at 
the beginning of a Lost Weekend, well stocked with liquor. 
I started out to have a baloney sandwich and a bottle of 
beer. But I had three baloney sandwiches, two salami sand- 
wices, and a large hunk of blue cheese. 

“Then I reached into the pantry. I came up with a 
half-dozen chocolate cookies and about a dozen fig newtons. 
I was getting more ashamed of myself by the minute. Nev- 
ertheless, I topped it all off with about half a pound of 
chocolate candies, 

“When I was all through I felt as low as if I had 
robbed a blind man. Is there any wonder that I want to 
reduce? Not so much for poundage reduction, as building 
up my self respect.”

HERE YOU HAVE an excellent account of a man in 
mild despair. Here you see the force of self destruction 
overpowering his force of self preservation. Man goes about 
killing himself unconsciously only when these two great 
forces are out of balance.

Winter Salad

6¢ 4 N authentic recipe for 
A coe slaw.” That's a re- 
quest from a reader of 
column, who also asks 
whether this form of Salad 
should be called “cold slaw” or 
“ecole slaw.” 


It is natural there should be 
some question about this as for 
so long it was the’ only type of 
salad that appeared on the ta- 
ble during the winter. Actually 
“ecole” is the German word for 
cabbage, which in cut form is 
called “slaw.” 


As you will note, I answered 
the last question first, because 
it needed but a few words. 
There are literally dozens of 
recipes that have one thing in 
common, They all call for mix- 
ing cut cabbage with a tart 
dressing. Some call for shaved 
and some for chopped cabbage. 
One insist the ingredients should 
be finely cut and another that 
they should be in rather coarse 
form. It is all a matter of your 
own preference. 


Suggestions for a dressing 
range from merely mixing vine- 
gar, salt and perhaps a bit of 
sugar with the cabbage, to the 
use of seasoned sour cream, and 
what was once called “boiled” 
dressing, This is perhaps our 
favorite modern recipe, al- 
though we never let it actually 
boil. 

A pretty good substitute for 
this is a combihation of. mayon- 
naise and sour cream to which 
a little herb vinegar and extra 
salt will give the desired tang. 

As you must have noticed 
when “eating out,” cole slaw 
still holds its place as a favorite 
salad. Certain restaurants are 
proud of their reputation for 
offering a salad so often pre- 
ferred by men and by many 
women. 

“Boiled” Salad Dressing. 

Two teaspoons salt, one and 
a half teaspoons dry mmostard, 
one tablespoon sugar, one tea- 
spoon paprika, dash of cayenne, 
two tablespoons flour, two eggs, 
or 4 egg yolks, slightly beaten, 
one cup scalded milk, one-half 
cup vinegar, one-half cup sour 
cream. ; 

Mix dry ingredients and add 
to slightly beaten eggs. Add 
milk and vinegar and cook over 
hot water,, stirring constantly, 
until mixture thickens. Cool 
quickly and add sour cream. 
Store in covered jar in refrig- 
erator. Yield: about three cups.

Fix It Yourself

Gypsum Wallboard. 


HERE are a whale of a lot 
T of materials on the market 

these dayS that are suitable 
for interior walls. You can 
use plywood, srwood paneling,, 
hardboard, asbestos board, tile 
and other assorted materials. 
But if you want to produce a 
wall surface that has the deco- 
rating advantages of a plaster 
wall—no joints between sections 
of the wall material—then your 
choice will be gypsum wall- 
board. 


One type of gypsum wall- 
board comes with recessed 
edges. This is the type to pur- 
chase if you want to conceal 
the joints. After the wall ma- 
terial is in place, this joint is 
filled with a coat of gypsum 
wall board joint cement. Into 
this is bédded a strip of special 
gypsum wallboard perforated 
tape and then you smooth things 
off with a broad: putty knife 
and allow the cement to hard- 
en. When it’s hard, give it a 
light sanding and then .apply 
another thin coat of joint ce- 
ment allowing it to extend sev- 
eral inches on both sides of the 
joint. When this is dry, sand 
again and apply a second coat. 
Continue with this process un- 
til you've produced a perfectly 
smooth and inconspieuous joint. 
After that, you will have a wall 
surface that is as close to plas- 
ter as you can get without ac- 
tually using wet plaster. 


As we've said before, with the 
amateur it is best to avoid try- 
ing to apply plaster’to an en- 
tire wall.
